THE HUGHES PROPOSAL 


The proposal of Secretary Hughes for a. confer- 


ence to appraise Germany's ability to meet the repa- 
rations payments should be accepted. Great Britain 
is eager to have some sort of an arrangement made 
looking, toward the stability of Europe. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to her industrial life. For over five 
years she has seen her markets shot to pieces by the 
continued instability of the world, and naturally her 
government is becoming a little impatient. Thus far 
France has blocked the way by her persistent refusal 
to submit to any plan which would throw the repara- 
tion question into the open again. 


The government of Lloyd George is largely re- 
j 


sponsible for the present chaos. Taking advantage 
of the war hysteria the English people were hood- j 
winked into the belief that Germany could be made 
! 


to pay; and all economists are agreed that Germany i 
cannot pay the exorbitant indemnity laid upon her. j 
She cannot pay in, gold, for there is not that much 
gold in the world, and of the gold in/the world she has 
only a negligible quantity. She cannot pay in mov- 
able property, for most of that has been taken over 
by the allies already. She Bas scarcely enough left 
to function properly for her own industrial needs. 
Her immovable property of course cannot be of any 
value away from where it is. And if she should pav

ruptcy. Any man who is managing a concern and has had it long 
enough and too long, is a poor manager. If he is a good manager 
and is giving good service, the longer he is kept on the job, the 
better it is for those who pay the bills, because it takes a longer 
period for even the best kind of a man to learn the duties of any 


office so that he can perform them well. . . Some men never can 
learn them, others perform them in the interest of the few rather 
than in the interest of the many.
